The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 9-13 have been canceled. This application is in condition for allowance except 
for the presence of claims 9-13 directed to a non-elected invention without traverse. 
Accordingly, the claims have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claim could either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art. The 
subject matter not found was the method of measuring altemans by arranging twelve amplitude 
measurements into eigenvariables by rank ordering of mean square amplitudes contained in each 
of the eigenvariables and separating the spectral energy in the eigenvariables due to altemans 
from that due to respiration, in combination with the other steps in the claims. 

The closest prior art of Nearing shows a method and system to quantify altemans using 
ECG data and filtering to remove the respiration signals, but not arranging twelve amplitude 
measurements into eigenvariables by rank ordering of mean square amplitudes and separating 
respiration from the altemans by determining the eigenvariable with the greatest amount of 
respiratory energy.
